Planning committee 
approves alternative

it appears as if the crisis over the 
education building quad area has 
abstracted itself from the emotional and 
settled down to the practical 

Yesterday at a meeting of the Campus 


Planning Committee and the 
subcommittee of students and faculty 
concerned over the quad’s plight, an 


alternate pian to the original design of the 
plaza area, moved by Prof. Bill Stall of 
the business department, was approved 
The new design, a revision of the old 
plan, relies much more heavily on grass 
area and trees than the = previous 
preponderance of asphalt. Originally the 
plaza was supposed to consist of 550 sq 
ft. of grass area-the new plan calls for 
6200 sq. ft, a more than sizeable 
increase 

The seven circles in which trees were 
to be planted havebe enlazged from 10 
feet in diameter to 30 feet for the center 
three planting areas and 22 feet for the 
ether four tree beds. The two grass 


islands at both ends of the plaza were also 
increased in area to accommodate more 
grass. The artist's conception pictured 
above shows what the quad will look like 
in a number of years 

Recommendations were made by the 
Campus Planning Committee to the 
architect, Robert Danielson, to look into 
the possibility of planting deciduous 
trees, shedding trees, in the center of the 
plaza since they are faster growing than 
the evergreen pear trees originally 
intended, This would give the plaza the 
shaded area intended, only much quicker 
than expected. Other recommendations 
by the committee were that brick be used 
1s a substitute to the cement borders 
around the tree areas if it were financially 
feasible and that the possibility f 
utilizing student furds to purchase larger 
trees for planting or for buying benches 
for the plaza be followed up 

The reason for student funds being 
used to buy benches was that the 
additional cost of planting grass instead 
of laying asphalt was met by “trading

Farm workers plight

Cesar Chavez 
peaks Monday 


Cesar Chavez, controversial leader of tne 

farm labor movement, will appear at 
noon Monday, Jan. 18, in the Men's 
Gym 


Growing up in labor camps and 
attending more than thirty elementary 
schools along the family’s itinerary, 
Chavez knows well the plight of the 


migratory worker. When he dropped out 
of school in the seventh grade he was 
almost illiterate. He later acquired the 
skills of reading and writing and is now an 
articulate speaker on the subject of farm 
labor unions, dedicating his life to the 
effective unionization of farm laborers 

After a ten-year apprenticeship as an 
organizer for Saul Alinsky’s Community 


Service Organization, Chavez in 1962 
began recruiting the pickers in 
California's multi-million dollar grape 


industry for what is now the United Farm 
Workers Organizing Committee the first 
viable agricultural union in the United 
States 


The has been on strike since

1965, and by using fasts, marches and 
other nonviolent, direct-action tactics 
borrowed from Alinsky, Gandhi, and the 
peace and civil rights movements, Chavez 
has won recognition for his union from 
virtually every grape grower in California. 
In addition to picketing and other 
traditional strike tactics, Chavez 
dramatized his cause with such 
innovations as church meetings, sing-ins, a 
bilingual traveling theatrical group, a 
25-day fast by Chavez, a 300-mile march 
from Delano te Sacramento in which the 
original contingent of 65 grape pickers 
was swelled by 10,000 sympathizers. 
Through his fasting and marches, Chavez 
hoped to emphasize, for members as well 
as outsiders, the nonviolent nature of the 
movement 

Cesar Chavez is now working to organize 
the farm workers in the lettuce industry 
He is hopeful that this endeavor will be as 
successful as his unionization of the farm 
workers in the grape industry in 
Calfornia.

Encounter groups come to SSC

In today’s search to make this 
world more relevant for everyone 
the encounter group has come to 
be a most valuable tool. This tool 
wil be put to use in an encounter 
group here on Feb. 12 

Since 1947 the encounter 
experience has helped many 
people develop a trust which has 
resulted in a clearer insight of 
themselves and others 

Kurt Lowin of the Gould 
institute began a social interaction 
workshop in 1947 so the people 
in Bethel, Maine could come 
together and discuss problems of 
the community and how, as 
individuals they could solve them 

The experience was claimed so 
successful that sessions were 
begun on a continual basis. Later 
sessions were concerned with 
building personal consciousness 
rather that succeeding in complete 
group interaction 

These encounter groups, usually 
consisting of 12 people and led by 
a trained facilitator, soon spread 
over the country 

The Escalon Institute at Big Sur 
demonstrates the more diverse 
developments that have taken 
place on the West Coast. At 
Escalon, methods include Gestalt, 
physical contact, nudity, yoga, 
and meditation 


On campus, the encounter 
experience has been a part of the 
curriculum since 1956, when Dr 
Merritt Winans instituted 
Psychology 155, Lab in Human 
Relations. The class usually 
started with one all day encounter 
session at the beginning of the 
semester and ending with another 
all day session with weekly 
meetings constituting the rest of 
the course 
Currently, Interdisciplinary 196, 
Lab in Human Awareness and 
Creativity, offers the student a 
look at the encounter group. A 
portion of the time is devoted to 
the encounter experience in this 
Survey course that deals with 
human awareness and what it is all 
about 

The Counseling Service, under 
the direction of Dr. George 
Mannan, ts also offering encounter 
group experience for those who 
might benefit. Utilizing the 
counseling service facilities, the 
group is open to anyone on 
campus who is interested 

Unlike the encounter groups 
offered in classes, counseling 
service has a more specialized goal 
in mind such as the encounter 
workshop for married couples or 
those contemplating marriage 

Even though the encounter 
groups on campus do not progress 
to the high degree of advancement 
characteristic of Escalon, it is felt 
that this does not necessarily 


mean that nudity has 


been used in an effort to make the 
encounter experience valuable to 
each participant 

As Dr. Margaret McKoane, 
Associate Dean of Student 
Activities and Housing explains, 
the emphasis is not so much 
baring one’s soul, but on being 
honest with each other after 
having developed a trust 
relationship 


Mrs. McKoane, who is actively 
involved with encounter 
experiences on and off the 
campus, receives many requests to 
help organize encounter 
workshops for various groups 

An encounter workshop has 
been scheduled Friday, Feb. 12 
from 8 to 11 p.m. and Saturday, 
Feb. 13, from 9 to 11 p.m. The 
workshop will include a_ basic 
encounter groups, a couples group 
and a group open exclusively to 
women with the discussion 
centered “on being 4 woman.” 
The workshop is to encourage 
women to establish a new 
definition of who they are 


The workshop is only $2, a 
valuable bargain for discovering 
one’s soul. Those interested are 
urged to sign-up in the Student 
Activities Office in the 
Adiministration Building. The 
workshop will be informally 
conducted and clothes whould fit 
the occasion

Dean Cox says to prepare the 
area for a rye grass cover to hold 
the loose dirt and prevent blowing 
dust. Fine, but the only reason 
one could have to remve the 
loose rock and debris was if one 
intended to mow the area. Rye 
grass (barley) is not a plant one 
mows. It is merely a cover crop 
until something more lasting (like 
asphalt) can be put in its place. It 
is the job of the contractor (Mr 
Talini), not State employees, to 
prepare the area for further work 

All this is merely a preliminary
